SENATOR NEWLANDS IS INTERESTING. 
i 


N the oratorical symposium laudatory of Democracy, 


and all things Democratic, which was indulged in in 


New York the other night, the remarks of Senator New- 
lands of Nevada, are entitled to recognition for frankness 
and point. Senator Newlands said a number of. things 
which will arrest attention and provoke comment. ,He hot. 
only boldly made claim to a certain party proprietorship 
In the personnel and politices of the present administra- 
tion at "Washington, but he did not 'hesltatae to predict the 
course which would be 
followed 
in 
the 
future if 


Democracy was' disappointed in its present expectations'. 
Vigorously declaring that President Roosevelt is easily 
one of the best Democrats now in public life, Senator 
Newlands pr6fessed to foresee a revival of Mr. Bryan's 
popularity should the present occupant of the White House, 
neglect to put into effect the principles for which he and 
the Nebraskan stand in common. 


The claims which Senator Newlands lays to party fel- 


lowship with President Roosevelt are not original with 
nimself. They have been made before, but they have not 
before been made in quite so much detail and circumstance 
as Senator Newlands made them. Mr. Bryan is probably 
more than any other man responsible for the idea, and.he 
undoubtedly drew his inspiration from conduct and utter- 
ances on the part of the President which smacked of the 
platform adopted at St. Ixsuis ratlier than that which was 
put forward at Chicago last year. 


But whether there is or is not sufficient foundation for 


the belief that at heart President Roosevelt is more Dem- 
ocratic thin Republican, Senator Newlands left no man- 
ner'of doubt of his own conviction 
that the masses of 


the American people stand for the principles professed- by 
the radical elements of his own party. He outlined at some 
length, the things which Democracy should represent in. 
the .public mind. For the most part these were put into 
eloquent, but withal trite, phrases by Senator Newlands. 
The" inevitable conclusion to be drawn from the speech, ati 
a whole, however, is that the people of the country are 
ripe for more or less radicalism in their politics, and that 
they will lend support in the future to that organization 
jand those leaders who promise most specifically to give 
it. to them. 


It required, some courage for Senator Newlands to 


stand before the socalled • "sane, safe and conservative" 
Democrats of New York—gentlemen 
who have betrayed 


Mr. Bryan on more than one occasion and in more than 
one way—and tell them that four years hence the Democ- 
racy of the country may turn with enthusiasm to a'stand- 
ard bearer "who for years has been pre-eminent for stead- 
fastness, for courage, for patience under defeat, for faith 
in.the ultimate wisdom and power of the people; the man 
who has been undeviating, consistent, courageous; the man. 
whose Integrity nobody doubts, and in whose sincerity 
everybody believes." If he was not launching a, boom for 
the Netaraskan's candidacy in 1908 he was at least admin- 
istering, something: suspiciously, resembling a rebuke to 
that particular faction of Democracy to which he spoke 
smd" whose especially ivivited guest he was.—Charleston.
